Louisville, Nov. 12. — The 
police 


have in custody Newell C. Baihoun, 
27, a printer, who was supposed to 
have been found dead ia a Jefierson- 
ville. lad., hotel on Thursday last- 
Accordicg to the 
story 
told by 


RaUsbun. the corpse which was sisip- 
ped to Little Rock lor burial as tUe 
body of Rathbun was the body of \V 
L- Ten Eycke. To the police Rasabun 
has confessed to desertion irom the 
United States army and to ha\ e frau J- 
ulently attempted to collect $4.000 in 
syrance on his life, but he denies hav- 
ing killed the man who died in 1119 
Jeffersonville hotel. 


Rathbun was arrested at the United 


States recruiting station in Louis\i5Ie 
He is held as a fugitive from justice 
The arrest was made on information 
from Sergeant Skinner of the United 
States recruiting station. Rathbun en- 
listed under the name of "Lou Root, 
Detroit." At the 
detectives" office 


Rathbun iras put through the sweat- 
ing process, and under pressure made 
th« following statement, according to 
his inquisitors: 


"My name ss Xewell C Rathbun. 


and my home is in Little Rock. Ark- 
Several months ago I deserted from 
the army post at P'attsburg, X. Y., in 
company with another recruit by the 
name of W. H. Ellis. I scon lost sight 
of him, and went on t*> Little Rock. 
There I was married, and afterward 
took out the insurance policies. I 
came to Louisville about 10 days ago 
and formed a plan to make the insur- 
ance company think 1 was dead, so 
that I could collect the insurance. 
I 


fell in with a man who said his n^nie 
•was W. L- Ten Eycke, in front of the 
Salvation Army headquarters in Lou- 
isville, and told him of my plan, and 
he agreed to help me. Our plan was 
to obtain a corpse from some place. 
put it in a hotel in Jeffersonville and 
then set fire to the hoteL While we 
were in Jeffersonville we took a num- 
ber of drinks, and Ten Eycke got 
drunk. I think his death was caused 
by drinking-. I put the letters ad- 
dressed to me in his pocket, and left. 
I did not kill him. I then £ame to 
Louisville and went to the recruiting 
office and enlisted. My real home Is 
In Detroit." 


The police are trying to establish 


tne identity of the dead man. One of 
their theories is that he was a tramp 
that Rathbon had fallen ia with. The 
police have telegraphed to the Little 
Rock authorities to hold the corpse. A 
jold -watch bearing the name "W. H. 
Ellis" was found on Rathbun. He re- 
fuses to say where he got It. The po- 
lice say the handwriting of "Lou 
Root." the recruit, was very similar to 
the signature of "W- I_ Ten Eycke" 
on the Jeffersonville hotel register. 
Coroner Coots of Jeffersoaville states 
that he examined the stomach, of QIC 
dead man and found traces of enough 
laudanum to kill two men.

Los Angeles, Nov. 12. — Careful and 


conservative estimates of Use orange 
crop of soatfcera California for the 
season of 1901-02 indicate that it ^m 
be from 15 to 20 per cent less tcan 
that of last rear, and with normal 
climatic conditions, the fruit will be 
of excellent quality. There is the us- 
ual variance in these estimates, how- 
ever. and optimistic views being that 
the crop will equal or exceed tnat of 
last season. F- Q- Storey, president 
of the semi-tropic fruit exchange, 
thinks this season's crop of citrus 
fruit will be a trifle less than 20.000 
carloads, or about 80 per cent of that 
which was shipped last season.
